ed@imp.pnl.GOV (N7YQR) asks: 


>I recently got a card back from a contact with 4U1WB, the World Bank 
>headquartered in Washington, DC. My question is: for DXCC purposes does this 
>count the same as a qso with the UN? 


No, it counts as the U.S.A. 


>The ARRL DXCC Countries list shows two 

>different 'countries' for the 4U1 prefix: UN Hdqrtrs in NA and ITU Hdqrtrs in 
>EU. The reason I'm confused is that most callsigns are associated with a 
>specific country and the 4U1 prefix isn't. 


AU is allocated to the U.N., which of course is not a "specific 
country". If you hear a station signing something/4U, work it - 
it may well be Syria or somewhere else where there is a UN peace- 
keeping force. 


There is also 4U1VIC, but this counts as Austria. I'm not clear 
why the UN building is a separate ‘country' while the World Bank 
is not, nor why 4U1ITU counts but 4U1VIC doesn't. 


Of course, there are other prefixes that cover several countries, 
like VP8 (Falklands, Antarctica, S. Shetlands, S. Georgia, South 
Sandwich, S. Orkneys - all separate countries....). 


>I realize I can just send it in with the next batch of 
>cards to the DXCC desk and find out, but I just got curious... 


Only do this if you don't have a W card...

I find it interesting that ALL responses to my original post, e-mail and 
personal, (excepting those from ARRL), have been statements supporting 
my view. 


The Anally Retentive Regulation Lovers, (pardon my sense of humor), have an 
image problem, and not just with people waiting for their license but hams 
of long standing. 


They do provide a service though, and I would not seek to disuade anyone 
from joining. I read their magazine and will likely join myself. I would 
like to see them work on this problem.

>Canadian band (ie, Canadians do not have anything above 450MHz on the 
>70cm band) AND you must observe all your US band and mode requirements 


I actually ‘should' have said below 430MHz (My latest US bandplan lists 
'Mericans have 420-450MHz, Canadians have 430-450MHz). An American in 
Canada is limited to the 430-450 as that complies with both laws.
